Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons,  relating  to  Private  Bills. 


ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  he  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc.

Private  Sills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 


Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officer,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
he  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  lie  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received 
by  the  House  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  iveeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

NORTH  VANCOUVER  BY-LAWS. 


A BY-LAW  TO  ESTABLISH  A POUND  AND 
THE  REGULATIONS  THEREOF. 

1.  There  shall  be  a public  pound  established  in  the 
District  of  the  Municipality  of  North  Vancouver,  by 
resolution  of  the  Council  of  the  said  Municipality. 

2.  The  Council  shall  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
occasion  may  require,  appoint  a pound-keeper,  whose 
duties,  other  than  those  established  by  this  by-law, 
shall  be  defined,  and  whose  remuneration  shall  be 
fixed,  by  resolution  of  the  Council. 

3.  Any  person  in  possession  of  a dog  or  bitch,  or  any 
person  harbouring  or  allowing  the  same  to  remain 
about  his  house  or  premises,  shall  be  considered  for 
the  purposes  of  this  by-law  the  owner  thereof. 

4.  The  pound-keeper  or  constable  of  the  munici- 
pality, when  a complaint  has  been  entered  before 
either  of  them,  against  a dog  or  a bitch  on  account 
either  of  its  ferocity  or  by  reason  of  depredations  com- 
mitted while  running  at  large,  shall  immediately 
request  the  owner  of  said  dog  or  bitch  to  remove  it, 
or  place  it  in  close  confinement  under  chain.  And  in 
case  of  non-compliance  by  said  owner  or  owners,  or 
in  case  of  a second  complaint  before  either  of  them, 
the  said  pound-keeper  or  constable,  the  said  pound- 
keeper  or  constable  is  hereby  authorized  to  seize  said 
dog  or  bitch  and  impound  it  for  forty -eight  (48)  hours, 
and  unless  removed  by  said  owner  or  owners,  and 
the  expenses  paid  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  said 
time,  the  said  pound-keeper  or  constable  is  hereby 
•empowered  either  to  destroy  said  dog  or  bitch  or  sell 
it,  and  from  the  proceeds  thereof  to  pay  all  expenses, 
and  pay  over  the  balance,  if  any,  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  Municipality. 

5.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons, 
after  the  passing  of  this  by-law,  to  suffer  or  permit 
any  horse,  mule,  bull,  cow,  goat,  sheep  or  swine,  of 
any  sex  or  kind,  to  run  at  large  or  to  trespass  in,  over 
or  upon  any  enclosed  land  or  premises  in  the  said 


Municipality,  whether  in  the  charge  of  any  herder  or 
otherwise. 

6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  pound-keeper  of  this 
Municipality,  duly  appointed  by  the  Council  thereof, 
to  impound  any  of  the  animals  mentioned  in  this  by- 
law if  found  remaining  at  large,  or  trespassing  in, 
over  or  upon  any  enclosed  land  or  premises  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  or  if  found  trespassing 
in  any  enclosure  or  garden,  or  any  enclosed  land 
within  the  limits  of  said  Municipality,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  pound -keeper  to  detain  all  such  animals 
until  the  owner  or  owners  shall  have  paid  over  and 
above  any  claim  for  damages  for  the  trespass  and  the 
charges,  or  over  and  above  the  penalty  alone,  when  no 
damages  have  been  committed,  the  following  sums 
each : — 

For  impounding  bulls  and  stallions,  boars  and 

rams  $1  00 

For  impounding  horses  and  mules 50 

For  impounding  cattle  50 

For  impounding  sheep,  goats  and  swine 25 

And  sheep  when  over  10  in  number 10 

7.  \\  henever  any  of  the  animals  named  in  the  fore- 
going or  any  subsequent  clauses  of  the  said  by-law, 
are  impounded  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  pound-keeper 
to  furnish  with  good  and  sufficient  food,  water,  and 
shelter  during  the  whole  time  the  said  animals  continue 
impounded,  and  for  so  doing  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  the  following  allowance  over  and 
above  his  fees  as  pound-keeper,  the  following  sums  : — 
For  bulls,  stallions,  mules,  boars,  rams,  horses, 

cows  and  other  cattle,  each §0  50 

For  sheep,  goats  and  swine,  each 0 25 

for  each  and  every  day  they  shall  be  impounded.  In 
the  case  of  milch  cows  being  impounded,  the  said 
pound-keeper  shall  at  least  milk  each  cow  twice  a day, 
and  for  so  doing  shall  be  entitled  to  keep  the  milk  so 
obtained  for  his  own  use. 

8.  Any  pound-keeper  who  impounds  or  confines  any 
of  the  aforementioned  animals  under  this  by-law  and 
neglects  or  refuses  to  provide  and  supply  such  animals 
with  sufficient  food  and  shelter  and  water,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  penalties  imposed  for  a breach  of  this 
by-law  and  be  immediately  dismissed. 

9.  Any  person  or  persons  claiming  any  damage  from 
trespass  done  by  any  animal  impounded  shall,  at  any 
time  before  the  animal  is  released,  deliver  to  the  said 
pound-keeper  a duplicate  statement  in  writing  against 
the  owner  of  said  animal  for  said  trespass  and  damage, 
and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  give  his  written  agree- 
ment in  writing,  under  seal,  with  a satisfactory  surety 
if  required  by  the  pound-keeper,  in  the  form  following 
or  to  the  like  effeot  : — 


“I,  , do  hereby  agree  that  I will  pay 

to  the  owner  of  the  , by  me  this  day 

impounded,  all  loss,  costs,  charges  and  expenses  to 
which  the  said  owner  may  be  put  in  case  the  said  dis- 
tress by  me  proves  to  be  illegal,  or  in  case  the  claim 
for  damages  now  put  in  by  me  fails  to  be  established.” 
10.  In  all  cases  the  pound-keeper  shall,  within  24 
hours  after  any  of  the  aforementioned  animals  shall 
have  been  impounded,  cause  a written  or  printed 
notice,  or  partly  written  or  partly  printed,  to  be 
affixed  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  said  pound 
premises,  or  in  the  close  vicinity  thereof,  which  notice 
shall  give  as  particular  description  of  the  said  distress, 
and  shall  specify  when  and  where  the  same  shall  be 
sold ; and  if  the  owner  of  such  distress,  or  some  other 
person  on  his  or  her  behalf,  shall  not  within  three -(3) 
days 'in  the  case  of  swine,  calves,  goats  or  sheep,  after 
the  said  notice  shall  have  been  so  affixed  and  put  up, 
redeem  the  same  by  paying  the  charges  of  the  said 
pound-keeper  and  such  other  charges  as  may  be  fixed 
by  this  by-law,  and  the  penalty  or  damage  which  may 
be  imposed,  if  any,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  pound- 
keeper  to  cause  such  distress  to  be  sold,  and  after 
deducting  his  own  charges  and  such  other  charges  as 
may  lie  fixed  by  this  by-law,  and  the  penalty  or  damage 
which  may  be  imposed,  if  any,  to  pay  the  overplus,  if 
any,  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  distress  if  known, 
and  if  not  known  to  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  said  Municipality,  and  if  not  claimed  within  one 
month  after  the  same  shall  lie  received  by  the  said 
treasurer,  the  same  shall  be  applied  by  him  to  muni- 
cipal purposes,  and  the  said  pound-keeper  shall  pay 
the  damages,  if  any,  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive 
the  same ; provided,  however,  that  whenever  any 
horses,  mares,  geldings,  colts,  fillies,  mules,  bulls, 
oxen,  steers  or  cows  have  been  impounded  under  this 
by-law,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  in  the  pound 
for  the  space  of  three  days,  the  pound-keeper  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  notice  heretofore  provided,  advertise 
once  in  one  of  the  daily  papers  of  the  Gity  of  Van- 
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couver  before  proceeding  to  sell  the  same,  and  such 
sale  shall  not  be  made  before  the  expiration  of  six 
days  after  such  distress  shall  have  been  impounded. 

11.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
take  or  drive  any  of  the  said  animals  before-mentioned, 
if  found  at  large  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  said 
by-law,  to  the  said  pound,  and  the  said  pound-keeper 
shall  impound  the  same  at  the  said  charges  afore- 
mentioned. 

12.  Any  person  or  persons  attempting  to  rescue,  or 
who  rescues,  any  animal  or  animals  when  lawfully  in 
the  custody  of  the  said  pound-keeper,  or  of  any  other 
person  for  the  purpose  of  being  driven  or  taken  to  the 
pound,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  of  this  by-law. 

13.  The  pound-keeper  shall  be  allowed  over  and 
above  the  fees  hereinbefore  mentioned  the  following 
fees,  that  is  to  say  : — For  advertising  in  the  paper,  25 
cents  ; besides  disbursements  for  attending  for  sum- 
mons and  serving  same  on  appraisers,  50  cents  ; for 
every  sale,  25  cents  ; such  sums  to  be  charged  against 
the  animals  so  impounded. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound-keeper  to  keep 
a book  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  above  particulars  of 
the  above  provisions,  with  the  expenses  charged,  sums 
realized  at  sale,  and  penalties  demanded,  if  any,  and 
make  return  to  the  treasurer  of  said  Municipality 
every  three  months. 

15.  Any  pound-keeper  or  any  other  person  guilty  of 
an  infraction  of  this  by-law,  upon  conviction  before 
any  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  a penalty  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dol- 
lars and  costs  for  each  offence,  and  in  default  of  pay- 
ment thereof  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Justice  con- 
victing as  aforesaid  to  issue  a warrant  under  his  hand 


and  seal  to  levy  the  said  penalty  and  costs,  or  penalty 
lor  costs  only,  by  distress  and  sale  of  offender’s  goods 
(and  chattels,  and  should  there  be  not  sufficient  to 
(satisfy  the  said  penalty  and  costs,  or  penalty  or  costs 
(only,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Jus- 
tic*  so  convicting  to  commit  the  offender  or  offenders 
to  any  lock-up  in  the  said  Municipality,  or  to  the 
Provincial  Gaol  at  New  Westminster,  for  any  period 
not  exceeding  two  months,  all  such  penalties  to  be  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  Municipality. 

16.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “North  Van- 
couver Pound  By-law.” 

Passed  by  the  Council  this  fourth  (4)  day  of  Febru- 
ary, A.D.  1896. 

Reconsidered  and  adopted  this  tenth  (10)  day  of 
February,  A.D.  1896.
